| When the gavel fell, congress bad 
directed re-organization and re-equip¬ 
ment of the army and navy for de¬ 
fence of the country at thr unprece¬ 
dented co§t of $655,000,000 with au¬ 
thorization that will increase the to¬ 
tal lu three years to nearly $8oo,oon.- 
coo. With all other expenditures, ap¬ 
propriate .is were brought to the 
grand total of $1,637,$83,682. the grcal- 

• st aggregate in the country * history, 
and exceeding that for the last fiscal 
year by more than half a billion dol¬ 
lars. 

Expenditures, necessitated by pre¬ 
paredness and the calling into action 
of military forces to meet the Mexican 

• mergmey demanded revenue legis¬ 
lation in the closing days of the ses¬ 
sion. Congress responded by doub- 
bng the normal lax on income*, cre¬ 
ating an inheritance tax, munition* 
ta* and miscellaneous excise taxes 
to raise I205.ooo.txx* and by direct me 
•ales of ll.tu.ooo.ooo Panama Canal 
bond*. 

Congress established a tariff com¬ 
mission; a government shipping board

FRulTSJS ANNOUNCED 

Florida's department for fruit in¬ 
spection has set the standard to 
which all fruits in the United States, 
•t imported, must now conform. This 
s ate inaugurated the innspcction last 
year and good results h.»v« been evi¬ 
dent ever since. The inspection sea- 
sun will begin this month and inspcc- 
1 r» arc now qualifying for work. They 
will only pass upon such fruits as 
may he found in packing houses pre¬ 
pared, or being prepared for shipment 
and conforming with the analysis, 
rules and regulations prescribed by 
the natiunal and state authorities for 
the last shipping season. 

The rules require that there shad 
'•e eight partu of total solids to one 
t art of anhydrous citric acid for or¬ 
anges, and seven parts total solids 
iu one part of atid for grapefruit. 
The sample shall consist of the mixed 
juice of twelve orange fruit, which 
sample shall include the smallest sizes 
and most immature as well a a the lar¬ 
gest and moat mature fruit. In case 
(hr fruit shows to Lr above the U. S. 
standard, the inspector shall inform 
(he shipper of the fact that the sani- 
pie is mature, and pass the lot ior 
shipment, ti it fails to pass the stan¬ 
dard the fruit shall be attached and 
placed in the hands of the sheriff In¬ 
spectors arc not permitted to pa*»v 
upon fruit on the trees in any c*»*uci¬ 
ty .The inspection season shall con¬ 
tinue until discontinued by order of 
the national authorities, after tuc full 
maturity of the crop. The inspection 
order is endorsed by K. E. Rose, state 
chemist, and W. A. McRae, state 
commissioner of agriculture.

There are many examples of com¬ 
panion cropping in this state, but C. 
L. Willoughby, professor of animal 
husbandry in the University of Flori¬ 
da College of AgrftlUfsie, calls atten¬ 
tion to the system on Koinoko Farms 
near Newberry, in Alachua county. 
Most farmers figure that they lose a 
little from each crop when two arc 
grown together. In other words, 
neither will make as high yield* as 
they would if planted separately. M 
Crews, manager of Komoko Farm*, 
figures his companion cropa separate¬ 
ly. He ha* about 300 acres of corn, 
lie estimate* that it will average nca. 
jo bushels to the acre. That is a fair 
average for so many acre* and it i* 
about five bushvU higher than the 
state average last year. Aside from 
that Mr. Crew* expect* to fatten live 
hog* on each acre of peanut* which 
he has growing with the corn. In 
other words, h« considers each acre 
on which corn and peanut* arc grow¬ 
ing as two acre*.—Agricultural News 
Service. 

A POTATO RECORD 

A potato club boy of LTtah ts repor¬ 
ted to have raised 720 bushels of po¬ 
tatoes on a single acre of land sml sold 
them at an average of $! a bushel. 

Another boy of the same cTub raised 
600 bushels of tomatoes to an acre, 
while another raised 85 bushels m 
shelled corn.

The farmer who leaves his land un¬ 
covered during winter lotes enough 
fertility to make a crop and deprive* 
ilia stock of good pasture when they 
need it most. Cover crops will not 
only prevent leaching of plant food 
hut some will actually add plant food. 
—Agricultural News Service. 


Ask one of these farmers why he 
does not grow more products for 
home consumption, why he docs not 
adopt certain methods or why lie does 
not grow livestock. Ills answer yill 
lie the universal one. lie hasn't the 
money. Now what reply can be made 
to an answer of that kind? Of course 
it ia the lack of money that makes 
him poor. Dr. A. H. Logan, veteri¬ 
nary field agent for the United States 
Department of Agriculture, who is 
stationed at the University of Florida 
urges such farmers to raise everything 
possible that they consume and they 
can save the money which they usip 
ally pay the grocer. With that money 
they can make the needed improve¬ 
ments and lift themselves out oi 
1 rut.—Agricultural Ncwa Service. 


LEAF RUST IS DOING MUCH 

DAMAGE TO FIG TREES 

Leaf rust is causing a large number 
ol fig trees tu drop thetr leaves pre¬ 
maturely. Where tree* have borne a 
heavy crop of fruit they arc apt to be 
greatly weakened by this early shed¬ 
ding of leaves. A* a rule the tree 
uses ;hc time between the ripening of 
fruit and the normal shedding to re¬ 
cuperate from the labors of the sea¬ 
son. In many '•use* it is in a criti¬ 
cal conition. If It is deprived of leave* 
recuperation is arrested. 

In must cases the tree tries to meet 
this loss by pat ting on new leaves. 
Thi* weakens it further. Not enough 
time will he given to use the new 
leaves advantageously before it loses 
them also. Frequently it will set an¬ 
other crop of fruit. C. K. McQuar- 
rie, sta'.e agent for the University of 
Florida Extension Division, suggests 
that thesr fruits be pruned off. They 
will not have time tu mature and witl 
only take nourishment from the tree 

The tree cannot be prevented from 
shedding its diseased leaves nor can 
it be prevented from putting out new 
leaves, which is a natural precaution¬ 
ary measure. Rut the fruit* can be 
taken off the the dropped leaves can 
he collected an.f destroyed as soon as 
they fall. They should never be al¬ 
lowed to remain n thr ground, par¬ 
ticularly during u rain, because the 
spores of the fongu* will be washed 
off to the ground. Hy destroying the 
leaves the severity of the attack next 
year may be lessened to such an ex 
tent that the leaves will not fall.—Ag¬ 
ricultural News Service.

AN ORDINANCE REGULATING

He It Ordained by the Council of the 
City of St. Cloud, Florida 
Section G Definition of terms— 
Ihe following terms, wherever here¬

Curb.—The Utvral boundaries ot 
that portion of a street designed lof 
the use of vehicles whether marked 
by curbstones or not *o marked. 

Vehicle*—Every conveyance, ex- 
icpt setreet cars and baby carriages, 
in whatever manner or f»y whatever 
force or power the same is driven,

•>r to allow another vehicle (a* pro¬ 
vided in Sections 2, 3 and 4). or ped¬ 
estrian to cross i:s path or in the 
cases provided for by said section, no 
vehicle shall stop in any street except 
within 18 incites ot the curb stone. 

fcwc. 14 A more slowly moving ve¬ 
hicle shall kerp as close as possible to 
the right hand curb, so as to allow to a 
faster moving vehicle as free pas»age 
as possible on the left. 

Sec 15 No person shill place or 
leave any bicycle, tricycle or motor¬ 
cycle upon the sidewalk in such man¬ 
ner as to obstruct traffic along or 
across the same; nor on any street i n¬ 
cept at the curb line.

Sec, 24 Every bicycle, tricycle 
and motor vehicles driven In any 
street shall he equipped with a horn 
or bell, or sonic other signal, which 
•hall be used when necessary, to give 
warning to pedestrians or mher ve¬ 
hicles. The use of power horns, elec¬ 
trical or friction horns or sirens, or 
other unusual annoying or particular¬ 
ly loud signals of any «ort is forbid¬ 
den, except upon motor driven appa¬ 
ratus of the fire or police department, 

Sec. 25. Each and every motor driv¬ 
en vehicle or bicycle using u street 
• hall show, between sunset and sun¬ 
rise, a light or lights to placed as to 
be seen from the front and each tide. 
If a dash lantern is carried it shall be 
placed on the left side. Such light 
or lights shall be of enough power t* 
he visible in clear weather at a dii* 
toncc of two hundred feet, and shall 
he white in front, but may be colored 
on the sides. Within said hours each 
and every automobile shall exhibit 
two lamps showing white lights of 
enough power to he visible in clear 
weather at a distance of four hundred 
feet in the direction towards which 
the automobile if proceeding, and 
shall also exhibit a red litr^t 

power to nc vis¬ 
ible in clear weather at a distance of 
two hundred feet in the rear, and 
these lamps shall be so placed as to 
he fresh from obstructions to their 
light by other parts of the automobile, 
and all automobiles shall he equipped 
with a rear lamp, so placed, the rays 
of which shall during the hours afore¬ 
said. shine upon and illuminate each 
and every part of the number borne 
upon the rear of the motor vehicle, 
so that said number may be distinctly 
visible nt a distance of at least one 
hundred feet. 

This article shall not ap¬ 
ply to any vehicle whose light has 
become extinguished when going at 
a rate not exceeding six infles an 
hour, provided that in case of motor 
vehicle, a clearly audible warning is 
given as often as one hundred feet 
are passed over. But itt any case a 
vehicle without lights shall proceed 
with the utmost caution 

Sec. 27. No one shall drive nr con¬ 
duct any vehicle in such condition or 
prt constructed or so loaded j« to 
cause delay in traffic, or to cause ac¬ 
cident or injury to man or beast or 
property or to in any manner litter 
the street with dirt, rock or other 
material. 

Sec. 38. No one who it let* than 
sixteen year* of age shall drive ,t mo- 
tor-driven vehicle except when ac¬ 
companied by a parent or an expcnVn- 
ced driver. 

See. 29- Nothing contained in or 
omitted in this ordinance shall lie 
construed or be held to relieve any 
jwrson using or traveling or being 
upon any street, for any purpose 
whatever, from exercising,all reason¬ 
able care to avoid or to prevent in¬ 
jury through collision with all other 
persons and vehicles. 

See, 30. No vvhtrle shall hr allowed 
to remain or to be driven upon any 
street so as to wilfully blockade or 
obstruct the traffic of the street. 

Sec 31 No vehicle *hftj! he so 
leaded that the horse or horses »t- 
I tached thereto are unable to draw It. 

Sec. 33. No person shall operate or 
drive a vehicle in any str'i-t at a rate 
of speed than is reasonable -md *:*fe 
having regard to traffic, location und 
the safety of the public. 

Stc 33. The muffler of all motor 
vehicle* shall remain clos'd at all 
times when such motor it in motion. 

Section 34. Ihe Marshal and police 
have full power and duties in relation 
to the management of traffic with ve¬ 
hicles, 

Sec. 35. It shall he the duty of the 
Marshal to see '.hat this ordinance if 
posted in all public stables and gar¬ 
ages. 

Sec .tf* The driver of any vehicle 
must at all times comply with any di¬ 
rection, by voice or hand, e? any 
member of the police as to stopping, 
starting, approaching or departing 
from any place, the method of taking 
on or discharging passengers, and tlu 
loading or unloading of freight upon 
any itrcvt. 

Sec. 37. Any person violating or 
participating in the violation of this 
ordinance, shall upon conviction, he 
punishrd by a fine of not more than 
TWENTY-FIVE Dollars, or by im- 
prisonment for not exceeding THIR¬ 
TY DAYS, or boih such fine and im¬ 
prisonment’. 

Sec. 38. All ordinances or parts of 
ordinanevs in conflict herewith he, 
and the same are hereby repealed
